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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the prior art of record 
fails to teach laterally parallel rigidizing sections and a pulley at the distal end of said linkage sheath. The Examiner disagrees. Zehel et 
al. shows a shape transferring cannula with first rigidizing section 1 1 , flexible steerable tip at distal end 1 2 of the first rigidizing section 1 1 , 
second rigidizing section 10 coupled to first section 1 1 , first and second sections being slidably coupled and laterally parallel, and proximal 
end 13 comprising control mechanism with advancing feature (Figures 2 and 7). Zehel et al. in view of Secrest et al. shows a shape 
transferring cannula including a pulley tension means that is distal the proximal end of the device positioned off axis of central lumen 
(Secrest Figure 2 and 3). Therefore the Examiner believes that the prior art of record teaches the invention claimed by Applicant, and the 
finality of the Final office action mailed November 1 , 2006 is maintained. 
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
